A’ we write, the recent smash in the stock market 
carried automotive stocks down to new Jow levels for 
the year 1929, with other issues of undoubted soundness, 
seems to have passed. At this writing the trend of the mar- 
ket appears to be upward and the two-day holiday from 
buying and selling securities should have a steadying 
fluence. 

We-are still too close to the cyclone to analyze it effec- 
tively. We have probably witnessed one of the most re- 
markable examples of mob hysteria that has ever oecurred. 
The hysteria was comparable to that which sweeps a theatre 
at the cry of “Fire” and sends hundreds of men and women 
fighting and trampling to get away from their own nameless 
fear, with the actual knowledge that the place can 
emptied in three minutes. Subconsciously the audience 
knows that it is perfectly safe, but for the moment the 
terror that lies below has usurped the functions of the mind 
and rules the action of the human being. So, in this market 
men sol® gilt edged securities at prices that were almost 
ludicrous. . This movement extended and, driving prices 
downward, forced the selling of stocks at idiotic levels. The 
hysteria, once started, created market condition 
nothing was safe. 

When stocks of companies known to be conserva- 
tively and ably managed, with long careers of successful 
manufacturing behind them, sold down so that the usual 
dividends represented 10, 12 and 15 per cent. on the 
investment, the tragedy became a farce in that one respect. 
And be it said that there is not the slightest reason to 
doubt that practically all these companies will maintain 
their usual dividends, and in some cases increase them.
